AND SELF-CONTROL DON'T THINK CRASH! 


Anybody who rides a motorcycle knows that he is only safe as long as 
he is in control of his (or her) machine. Modern motorcycles are manufactured 
to perform like a prosthetic extension of the rider's mind. Sooner or later, 
however, your mind may become clouded by an overdose of speed and you 
may find yourself on a bad trip, heading for a fall. It is important at such a 
time to keep from thinking “here’s where I get hurt,” or other negative ideas. 
Most crashes are caused by negative thinking on the part of the rider. Don’t 
think crash. 

Pretend instead that you are your favorite racing Expert and that you, 
by Aggie, will bring this motor under control or your name isn’t.........ceccenees 
(fill in the name of your favorite racing hero). 

Then if you must crash, at least try to tuck and roll (think of a somer- 
sault) and pull your legs and arms in to reduce injury. Aren't you glad you 
are (or don't you wish that you were) wearing that nice, heavy jacket, helmet, 
boots and gloves? Don't stare at the ground approaching. Shut your eyes and 
duck your head like you were being born again. You can now safely believe 
that you are out of control. Nothing to do but wait until you come to a stop 
and hope it doesn't happen too abruptly. 

Now you open your eyes. A crowd has gathered around you, expecting 
the worst. You can start to cry now, baby. You get another chance and now 
you have to face responsibility. You broke the physical laws, arrested your- 
self and delivered your miserable bulk to the mercy of the same laws you 
violated. They let you off easy, you know that, don't you? 

Motorcycle racers have madea systematic art out of tugging the physical 
laws by the beard.

By comparison with 
the permanent laws of gravity, centrifugal force, cycle dynamics and human 
nature, the traffic cop is a sympathetic friend, trying, by his lectures, ex- 
ample and ticket book to hand you a reprieve from that higher court of no 
appeal, where ignorance is no defense, either.

ACCEPTABLE LEGISLATION 


Now that the furor over the “hel- 
met” law has subsided some, the 
thought occurs to me that unques- 
tionably some enterprising legislator 
will whip up a new and perhapsmore 
acceptable bill. 

To whom the bill is more accept- 
able becomes an important point for 
the motorcyclist to consider. 

We can be sold down the river for 
very few dollars, and if we are, it 
will be because of our own indiffer- 
ence. 

The first defense to whatever bill 
is devised is generally sarcasm, and 
while it isn't completely without 
merit, suggestions that all legisla- 
tors are idiotic or that the drivers of 
all vehicles including horse drawn 
carts be required to abide by the 
same laws with which motorcyclists 
must comply.

Who's interested in drag racing 
and why, is a common question. If 
you’re intent on winning and are 
only satisfied that way, it’s no place 
for you. But if it's a certain desire 
for acquaintance and friendship as 
well as the spirit of acceleration 
competition then pay your way in 
the gate. It's one of the few ways 
you can stand among, and with 
people who have the same love and 
enjoyment of two wheel sport that 
you have. There is more time spent 
in general interest conversation than 
a technical approach. That is one of 
the big things in drag racing for me. 
I would much rather win a hand of 
friendship than a trophy, but in 
quarter mile competition, I have a 
chance at both. 

So, will you,if that’s your desire.

We resisted for quite a long while, 
we’ll admit, Road race? Nah. thanks but 
no thanks. We like the dirt riding etc., 
etc. But still the little voices persisted. 
So adhering to the old adage that you 
can’t really wite about it if you haven’t 
tried it, this was the weekend. At this 
point we’ll now sing two choroses of the 
song **Tm a believer", and are tempted 
to answer the phone‘‘Mike Hailwood 
here.” Al this after one ride? Yes. 

We ventured forth to Riverside Inter- 
national Raceway and gave it a go in the 
100 GP class. Although familiar with the 
road racing side of our sport, when you 
finally find yourself 4igned up and ready 
to go, everything looks different! Yowre 
participating, man, just not watching. So 
we'll give impressions. 

First, that tech inspection. It's a real 
one, not just a curesory glance to see if 
you have rubber-covered pegs (or what 
look like rubber covers anyway). Ron 
Littlefield, the A.C.A, official who looked 
our Hodaka over shook all the spokes, 
checked the front end and all other kinds 
of things so that when that little sticker 
went on the front you knew your bike was 
A-Okay. 

After a riders’ meeting you get ready 
for practice. The production Sports Car 
group was zooming around and ‘we could 
watch them from our own private pits 
along the big straight. When they were 
through, out we went. Butterflies? They 
don’t make butterflies as big as we felt 
when we pulled out onto the apron sur- 
rounded by beautiful gleaming little GP 
rigs with their fairings and knowing that 
they were running in our class, because 
although our Hodaka is a scrambles 
machine it can't run as a Production Road 
Racer. Soscrambler bars, and K-70 tires 
and all, off we went, 

First lap. Gulp, those 50 GP bikes are 
fast! What the hell was that going by? 
Oh, a 175 Ossa (gorgeous). Now here's 
that straightaway again. Say, this is fun! 
There's a 50 GP in front and I m right 
up on him, let's check the line through 
nine, So that’s what I did wrong lasttime 
eh? O.K, Lets gas it, Hey, I passed a 
guy! Andsoit went on through the practice 
laps. 

Come race time and not much concen- 
trating on the race cars but on the butter- 
flies, and thoughts of oil coming from the 
cars plus all that rubber on the turns, and 
ressurance from Myron Tracy, pitted 
next door with his two beautiful little 125 
Hondas. ‘‘Don’t worry about the rubber, 
gives you much more traction.’’ It did. 


Bump Start Time 


The idea of a bump start was like.... 
ugh. Visions of going straight over the 
saddle in front of all those people waiting 
to see the big sedan race danced around 
in the old brain. We got off the line 
anyway (won’t say how) and that’s where 
the conversion really started. Up and 
through the esses, and with 46 riders 
plus me at the starting grid that’s agand 
of people. But unlike the scrambles, 
there's room, room, room! Come into a 
turn on someone and you know that there's 
room for both of you without getting a 
wheel in the chops (although this can 
happen when the big boys go at each 
other in the big bore GP classes) and 
down the straight all tucked in and wish- 
in you were built like sammy Tnner, one 
hand off the bars hold the forks (saw 
Markel do that first time we saw Sacra- 
mento) and the dampener on the trusty 
Cerianis tightened for extra stability, 
on it goes. 

End result? Minor mechanical troubles 
just before the up hill Turn 6 so rather 
than do something expensive by running 
further, or having to walk, all the way 
from the bach chute, we walked, pushed 
the scooter, and watched the rest of the 
race on our hike back to thepits, receiv- 
ing friendly little salutes from our fellow 
riders as they whizzed past.

We’ve seen the 
Norton Manxes run several times but 
it’s still a thrill, especially with riders 
like Buddy Parriott aboard, anditbrings 
back memories of watching the immortal 
Honda 4’s ruh at Santa Barbara. If you 
never saw and heard a Honda 4 then, 
believe me, you missed a part of motor- 
cycling history.

Then came Jack Froelich, John 
Stein, a fast Amateur, and Tom Ruddy. 
It got. a little wild at the top of the hill, 
with all those guys scrambling for the 
good spots, and something just had to 
break loose. First off, Wheeler put the

Start 6 Miles Out 

The Antelope Ramblers M,C, tried a 
new idea for the start.
